In the upper part of the 
rmall intestine of the mice, for 
Instance, the scientists found a 
rapid turnover of radioactive 
Carbon-14. The embryos of 
pregnant mice which had been 
given doses of radioactive 
sodium bicarbonate — absorbed 
an unusually large amount of 
the radioactivity, 

While no high concentration 
ef Carbon-14 has been ob- 
forved In any of the organs of 
the test mice, the chemists said, 
and while most of the — blenr- 
bonnte Is rapidly broken down 
by the body and exhaled, some 
tissues may retain the — radio- 
activity by fxing the carbon in 
other chemical forms, 

They cmphasised that their 
stuaies apply only to readily 
soluble minerals — containing 
carbon and carbon dioxide Kas. 
An entirely different picture 
might develop in comparable 
studies of organic chemicals 
resembling food factors and 
normal body compounds,

Pravda published 9 map of 
Spaln, whlch originally —ap- 
peared in the Spanish Com- 
munist Nowspapecr, Mundo 
Obrero, showing 64 large alr- 
ports, 37 lending flelds and 
eight bases for naval aircraft, 
all built or being expanded 
under the leadership of Ameri- 
cans and placed entirely under 
Americin control.
